Wireless to The Associated Press.) 
— The known death toll of the hur- 
ricane which swept the Bahamas 
with devastating force last week 
has been placed unofficially at 126. 
Four hundred persons are reported 
missing. % hundred boats sunk and 
property damage estimated at $8,- 
000,000. 
The sponge fleet did not suffer 
as great a loss as at first thought, 
as only eighty of the 400 boats had 
Bone to the sponge banks when the 
hurricane struck the island 
Others 


were in harbor due to an agreement 
with sponge buyers 
that 
there 


would be no more put chases until 
September. 


All of the eighty vesesls are be- 


lieved to have been lost, with the 
350 members of their crew. Of the 
hundred or more boats lost or unac- 
counted for, sixty were In Nassau 
Harbor in the *torm.

LET NATURE DO IT. 


Natural forces are tending to cure the problems 


of agriculture. 


In the last five years, census figures show, there 


Vuus beeji a decrease of 19,000,000 acres, in the area 
harvested crops ID the United States. This reduction 
in cultivated acreage since 1"20 is equivalent to 5 per 
cent of the total land devoted to crop production. 


A careful analysis of it reveals an even more sur- 


priging situation. 


- 
The reductions have been greatest in the eastern 


fringe of the corn belt. That means some of the dozen 
states which have proper!-" been designated as the 
world's bread basket and vhich for more than a 
quarter of a century have furnished the major i ortion 
of the world's surplus of wheat and corn Land in 
eastern Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and in sections 
of Kansas and Nebraska has been allowed to return 
to the idle state because the fcrtilltv of its boil . as 
been s6 seriously impahe-I by constant production 
that its cultivation is no longer remunerative. 


While the area of tillable land has decreased 5 


per cent in these last five years, population has in- 
creased 8 per cent, or at the same proportion as the 
preceding decade. 


Nor should the fact be overlooked that this is the 


first time the census figures have revealed a falling 
off in tilled land. From 1909 until JOlfl, the last 10- 
year period for which figures arc available, there was 
an increase In crop acreage of 45,000,000, due in a very 
large measure to the stimulating influences of the 
world war. Exceedingly high prices for cereals of all 
kinds, particularly In the last three years of the war, 
made it possible to cultivate successfully larsre sec- 
tions of the rurarregions where the cost had been 
prohibitive under normal conditions, "n the decade 
from 1909 to 1919, an area equal to a sixth of all the 
land devoted to agriculture, was brought into cultiva- 
tion. It was necessary to supply Europe which had 
abandoned the plow and had taken up the sword. 
When war ended the necessity for this 
stimulated 


production of grains ended.

If given half a chance, nature will take care of 


the agricultural problem. It will be solved in accord- 
ance to the laws of economics and not through resort 
40 artificial-- methods, entailing as they do great 
dangers. 
\ 


There is every reason to expect the population of 


the United States to increase a? rapidly in the next 
twenty-five years as it has In the last quarter of a 
century. In that case there will be from 150,000,000 to 
200.000,000 mouths to feed here at home". At the same 
time the steady drift has been to the city and away 
from the rural regions. The growth of the great cities 
of America, and the constant increase in urban popu- 
lation in every section of the United States, gives 
foundation to the belief that in the next twenty-five 
years the farmer has every reason to look forward 
to higher prices for his produce. 


Little new land remains to be brought under the 


plow. That which remains is at best unsuited to agri- 
cultural purposes 
except through 
resort to costly 


methods. The fertility of the great producing sections 
is being constantly diminished under the pressure of 
high production. The natural and normal result will 
be to create a greater demand for foodstuffs, and a 
greater demand means higher prices. It is inevitable 
tUat if this steady diift from farm to city continues, 
along with an Increase in population, those who do 
choose to remain in agriculture will reap a much 
greater reward for their toil. It is not Inconceivable 
that there will be a time In these United States when 
people will stream from the cities back to the farm 
because of the greater financial opportunities. 


The long distance view of agriculture is not-dis- 


heartening; It Is distinctly encouraging. It should be 
more sure of Itself in tho next twenty-five years, If 
economic laws are permitted to function In all lines 
of Industry, than any line of human endeavor which 
now Attracts the attention of men.

ary Frenchman forms his idea of us from those wlio 
go abroad. He resents the hlgh-and-lofty 'attitude of 
snobbish Americans with whom he comes into con- 
tact, and it inufit be admitted that there is a greater 
percentage of this class >a- ong our citizens who visit 
France than there should be. 


Should the new Polncare government succeed In 


putting the national finances upon^a solid basis, the 
ill feeling against Americans will soon disappear. 
France makes a lot of money off the tourists every 
year and it could not afford to have this revenue cut 
off. There need b'e no fear, therefore, of any lasting 
agitation against travelers from this side of the,At- 
lantic. 


THE WORLD IS A SPHERE. 


The distance from New York to San Francisco 


is 3,191 miles and that from Chicago to the same west 
coast city is 2,279 miles. Yet the distance from the 
American metropolis to Toklo is only 6,830 miles, or 
a little over twice that from the east to the west coast 
of this country, while only 6,020 miles separates Lon- 
don from Toklo. 
In order to accept these state- 


ments as facts it is necessary for one to fully realize 
that this world of ours is a sphere and not a cylinder, 
and Vilhjalmur Stefansson. in a recent article, says 
that the most Important thing- accomplished by 
Amundsen in his flight across the pole was the bring- 
ing of this thing home to the people so plainly that 
all could comprehend, 


It was Magellan who transformed the world from 


a pancake to a cylinder, &ays Steiansson, by sailing 
to the westward, and coming back to his starting 
point from the eastward. Prior to this demonstration 
the scientists had known that the world was round, 
but this meant nothing to the man in the street. To 
him it .was flat. Then it became a cylinder, which 
could be sailed around eastward,and westward, p.ii.d 
such it remained until Amundsen went over the top. 
Now it's a globe, and this, In the opinion of Stefans- 
soii and other scientists who have made a study of 
such matters is the most important revelation that 
has been made since Magellan made his memorable 
voyage. 


The bulk of the population of the world is north 


of the tropic of Cancer and to be able to reach the 
Orient from the Occident by way of the ..orth pole 
means the elimination of thousands oC miles. From 
Chicago to Calcutta is only S.OS5 miles and from New-

There are three varieties of lice that may infest human beinsa: he*< 


louse (pedlculus capltas), clothing: louse (pediculus vestimentoruni) 
and the pediculus pubis, the typo which invades the hary legions of th< 
body. They all spring from the same family tree. 


Nits, or the eggs of lice, are small, pear-shaped, hard, shiny bodies 


which fasten themselves on to one sido of ttye hair and are ^ery diffi- 
cult to remova. 


Are you interested to know that lice do not bite? They stick their 


noset, (technically known as host«lli) into the hair pita in the skin and 
suck their nutriment in this way. This causes no little irritation and the 
ttehingr and scratching cause the eruption which may be of an eczema- 
tus type, sometimes with large, pus-like blebe, from a secondary germ 
infection. This, with the irritation and poisons of the lice, may causa 
enlarged lymph glands in the re-gions attacked. 


The body louse (pediculus vestimentorum)" lives in the seams o 


clothing and lays its eggs theie. The favorite habitant of this type i 
the seams at the back of the neck. It dwells in both Jin«i and woolen 
clothing, and in bad eases in bed clothing also. When hungry it takes 
a stroll for its nutriment from the skinr*and leaves a small flat hemor- 
ihagic spot as a memento. These spots-itch intensely and the victin 
usually scratches with all four nails at once, leaving long paralle 
scratch marks. T,he spots and the four-nail scratches are quite charac- 
teristic. 
The pediculus pubis, (als>o known as the crab-louse on account of its 


shape) is a greater wanderer than the other varieties and may be met 
with on any of the hairs of the body. But most often it infests the pubic 
regions. It is the least common variety. This type is sometimes hard 
to discover for it is almost tiansparent. It attaches Itself head down- 
ward and close to the skin, often with head in. This little beast, when It 
bucks the blood, apparently disgorges some of its saliva superficial!} 
beneath the skin, giving rise to dark .spots the size of a pea.
